LAW ENDING 
ARMS EMBARGO 
SIGNED BY F.D.R. 


Washington. Nov. 4 (API—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt signed into law to- 
day "the neutrality act of 1939," 
ending the embargo on arms sales 
to France. Britain and 
Germany 


and establishing a neutrality policy 
designed to keep the United States 
from being drawn into the war in 
Europe. 


The allied powers are expected to 


begin moving across the Atlantic al- 
most 
immediately some 300 air- 


planes completed for them by Ameri- 
can companies since the embargo 
went into effect, soon after the war 
began- 


Congress gave its final approval 


to the repeal legislation Friday and 
ended the 44-day special session 
called by the chief executive to re- 
peal the four-year-old arms em- 
bargo law. which he said had work- 
ed to the disadvantage of powers 
unable to obtain munitions 
near 


home l«c:iusc of geographical cir- 
cumstances. 


Over the vigorous protest of a 


substantial 
bi-partl^an opposition, 


the legislature agreed to repeal the 
ban on arms sales to warring na- 
tions but wrote into the bill some 
of the most stringent 
regulations 


of American shipping in the na- 
tion's history. The latter were de- 
signed to avoid "incidents" and pos- 
sible subsequent involvement of this 
country in the European conflict by 
keeping ships and passengers out of 
danger zones. 


Congress Adjourns 


The senate adopted the final draft 


of the bill 55 to 24; the house short- 
ly afterward by 243 to 172. With 
little of the back-slapping und noisy 
finishes customary at regular ses- 
sions, the senate then voted 46 to 25 
to adjourn and the house 223 to 189. 
both ballots being largely along 
party lines. 
The session 
ended 


formally at 6:35 p. m. (E.S.T.) when 
the house called it a day. 


The White House then announced 


the President would sign the bill to- 
day and leave for Hyde Park. New 
York, to vote in his home town 
election Tuesday. 


He had written farewell messages

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FLINT IS FREE; 
NORWAY HOLDS 
NAZI CAPTORS 


Bergen. Norway, Nov 4 {Apt—The 
American freighter City of Flint 
arrived here today, freed from her 
G erm an captors by the decision of 
the Norwegian government to give 
the ship back to its American crew. 
She came here from Haugesund, 
75 miles down the Norwegian coast, 
leaving behind the prize crew, which 
was interned by Norway in 
the 
sudden climax to the 4.963-ton ship's 
adventure as the war prize of a 
Germ an sea raider. 
Free again to fly the American 
flag, after a saga of seizure and 
wandering in the North Atlantic for 
almost a month under an 
alien 
crew, she sailed from Haugesund 
before dawn, 
Germ an possession of the City of 
Flint, which began October 9 when a 
prize crew boarded her from the 
pocket battleship Deutschland, ended 
after British warships had sighted 
her on her way toward Germany. 
Followed Norway's ( oast 
Since leaving Murmansk, Soviet 
Russian port where the G erm an 
crew had sailed her, the City of 
Flint had traced the coast of Norway 
within territorial waters to escape 
the British blockade. 
Her attem pted dash for G erm any 
ended as she approached a point 
where she would have had to cross 
the Baltic sea to reach G erm any 
blockaded by a cordon of British 
men O' war. There had been no 
indication, 
however, 
the 
B ritish 
planned any attem pt to seize the 
freighter. 
Disregard for Norwegian regula­ 
tions apparently hastened the last j 
chapter. 
The Norwegian adm iralty's state­ 
m ent said: 
• The American City of Flint with 
a Germ an prize Crewe, was allowed 
to use Norwegian territorial waters 
from Tromsoe southward. The ship, 
accompanied by a Norwegian w ar­ 
ship Olav Tryggvason and one to r­ 
pedo boat, arrived a t Haugesund 
Friday evening and anchored off 
Haugesund without permission. 
‘ As there was no valid reason for 
calling at the Norwegian port, au­ 
thorities decided the ship should be 
given freedom and the Germ an prize 
crew interned." 
Norwegian naval officers said also 
a warning shot had been fired across 
the freighter's bow when she failed 
to heed a signal from a Norwegian 
w arship to slow down. 
There were reports the vessel was 
put 
into Haugesund to land 
an 
American seaman wlio had become 
ill since leaving Murmansk. 
It had not been confirmed of­ 
ficially th a t a sick m an was aboard 
the City of Flint, however, and the 
impression prevailed am ong ship­ 
ping men here that the "sick Am er­ 
ican may nave been*a ruse to pro­ 
vide 
cause 
for 
the 
Germ ans 
to 
anchor off Haugesund 
(The United States State D epart­ 
m ent at Washington issued a state­ 
m ent saying the commander of the 
Germ an prize crew had requested 
permission to enter Haugesund h a r­ 
bor to deliver an ailing American 
sailor to the United States consul 
there. 
(“The Norwegian adm iral prom pt­ 
ly sent a doctor aboard Hie vessel to 
determ ine the facts," the statem ent 
continued "After investigation, the 
doctor reported that the seam an was 
not sufficiently ill to Justify granting 
permission for the vessel to anchor. 
Nevertheless, the vessel did anchor, 
and the Norwegian authorities then 
took the action outlined, in accord­ 
ance with international law.")

FLINT 1$ FREE; 
NORWAY HOLDS 
NAZI CAPTORS 


Bergen, Norway, Nov. 4 (AP)—The 


American freighter City of Flint 
arrived here today, freed from her 
German captors by the decision of 
the Norwegian government to give 
the ship back to Its American crew. 


She came here from Haugesund, 


7i miles down the Norwegian coast, 
U>m ing behind the prize crew, which 
was interned by Norway in the 
Midden climax to the 4,963-ton ship's 
ndvenmre as the war prize of a 
German sea raider. 


Free again to fly the American 


fi.ig. after a saga of seizure and 
wandering in the North Atlantic for 
almost a month under an alien 
crew, she sailed from 
Haugesund 


before dawn. 


German possession of the City of 


Kim. which began October 9 when a 
p:••;:••(• crew boarded her- from 
the 


pocket battleship Deutschland. ended 
:;!!(•!• British warships had sighted 
her on her way toward Germany. 


Followed Norway's Coast 


Since leaving Murmansk,' Soviet 


Russian porl where the German 
crew had sailed her, the City of 
Finn had traced the coast of Norway 
within territorial waters to escape 
:he British • blockade. 


Her attempted dash for Germany 


ended as she approached- a point 
where she would have had to cross 
the Baltic sea to reach Germany 
blockaded by a .cordon of British 
men o' war. There had been no 
indication, 
however, the British 


planned any attempt to seize the 
freighter. 


Disregard for Norwegian regula- 


tions apparently hastened the last 
chapter. 


The Norwegian admiralty's state- 


ment said: 


"The American City of Flint with 


a German prize crewe, was allowed 
to use Norwegian territorial waters 
from Tromsoe southward. The ship, 
accompanied by a Norwegian war- 
ship Olav Tryggvason and one tor- 
prdo boat, arrived at Haugesund 
Friday evening and anchored off 
Kangesund without pemu'ssion. 


"As there was no valid reason for 


calling at the Norwegian port, au- 
thorities decided the ship should be 
g:vf-n freedom and the German prize 
crew interned." 


Norwegian naval officers said also 


•A warning shot had been fired across 
the freighter's bow when she failed 
to heed a signal from a Norwegian 
warship to slow down. 


There were reports the vessel wns 


put into Haugesund to land an 
American seaman who had become 
iil since leaving Murmansk. 


It had not been confirmed of- 


ficially that a" sick man was aboard 
the City of Flint,' however, and the 
impression prevailed among ship- 
uinp men here"'that'the "sick"Amer- 
ican may have'beeii'a ruse to pro- 
vide cause for the Germans to 
anchor off Haugesund.
